Statement by the White House Press 
Secretary on the Shah’s Departure From the 
United States. December 15, 1979 


The former Shah of Iran departed 
Lackland Air Force Base this morning for 
Panama. He will establish residence there 
in response to a longstanding request [in- 
vitation] * from the Government of Pan- 
ama. The Government of Panama has 
stated its hope that the provision of a 
place of residence for the Shah in Panama 
will help to bring about a peaceful re- 
solution of the present crisis. 

President Carter has expressed to Presi- 
dent Royo the appreciation of the Ameri- 
can people for the humanitarian and 
statesmanlike attitude of the Government 
of Panama. 

The Shah entered the United States on 
October 22 for diagnosis and evaluation 
of his medical condition at Cornell Medi- 
cal Facility in New York. On Decem- 
ber 2, he entered Wilford Hall Air Force 
Hospital at Lackland Air Force Base. 
There he has continued his recuperation. 

As the Shah stated when he entered the 
United States, he intended to leave the 
United States when his medical condition 
permitted. After an examination and con- 
sultation yesterday, his physicians, headed 
by Dr. Benjamin Keane, advised the

Shah that his medical condition does not 
preclude his taking up residence in 
Panama.

Revoking Rhodesian Sanctions 
Executive Order 12183. December 16, 1979 


By the authority vested in me as Presi- 
dent by the Constitution and statutes of 
the United States of America, including 
Section 5 of the United Nations Participa- 
tion Act of 1945, as amended (22 U.S.C. 
287c), and in order to terminate current 
limitations relating to trade and other 
transactions involving Zimbabwe-Rho- 
desia, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

1-101. (a) Subject to the provisions of 
this order, the following are hereby re- 
voked with respect to transactions occur- 
ring after the effective date of this order: 

1) Executive Order 11322 of Janu- 
ary 5, 1967 (32 FR 119); 

(2) Executive Order 11419 of July 29, 
1968 (33 FR 10837) ; and 

(3) Executive Order 11978 of March 
18,1977 (42 FR 15403). 

(b) To the extent consistent with this 
order, all determinations, authorizations, 
regulations, rulings, certificates, orders, 
directives, licenses, contracts, agreements, 
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and other actions made, issued, taken, or 
entered into under the provisions of such 
Executive orders and not previously re- 
voked, superseded, or otherwise made in- 
applicable, shall continue in full force and 
effect until amended, modified, or ter- 
minated by appropriate authority. 

1-102. (a) The Secretaries of State, 
the Treasury, Commerce, and Transporta- 
tion, and the heads of other government 
agencies, shall retain the authority and 
responsibility for the enforcement of Ex- 
ecutive Orders 11322, 11419, and 11978 
with respect to transactions occurring 
prior to the effective date of this order. 

(b) The revocation, in Section 1-101 
of this order, of such prior Executive 
orders shall not affect: 

(1) any act done or omitted to be done 
or any suit or proceeding finished or 
started in civil or criminal cases prior to 
the revocation, but all such liabilities, 
penalties, and forfeitures under the 
Executive orders shall continue and may 
be enforced in the same manner as if the 
revocation had not been made; or 

(2) any violation of any rules, regula- 
tions, orders, licenses, or other forms of 
administrative action under those revoked 
orders during the periods those orders 
were in effect. 

1-103. (a) The Secretaries of State, 
the Treasury, Commerce, and Transporta- 
tion, and the heads of other government 
agencies, shall take the appropriate meas- 
ures to implement this order. 

(b) In carrying out their respective 
functions and responsibilities under this 
order, the Secretaries of the Treasury, 
Commerce, and Transportation, and the 
heads of other government agencies, shall, 
as appropriate, consult with the Secre- 
tary of State. Each such Secretary and 
agency head and the Secretary of State 
shall also consult with other government 
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agencies and private persons, as appro- 
priate.

National Unity Day, 1979 
Proclamation 4709. December 16, 1979 


By the President of the United States 
of America 


A Proclamation 


Fifty American citizens are being held 
hostage in Iran by a mob and a govern- 
ment that have become one and the same. 
The United States has made it clear to the 
leaders of Iran that we hold them per- 
sonally and fully responsible for the well- 
being and safe return of every American 
in their hands. 


The people of the United States are 
unanimous in their concern for their fel- 
low citizens held in Iran. Americans have 
shown this concern in numerous ways that 
are consistent with our country’s respect 
for law—the ringing of church bells, let- 
ters to the Iranian Mission at the United 
Nations, and messages to the hostages 
themselves. 

A most fitting symbol of this concern is 
the American flag itself. We respect our 
flag because we know that it stands for 
freedom. It stands for justice. It stands for 
human dignity. It stands too for our 
united determination to uphold these 
great ideals. 

To demonstrate support for the hos- 
tages in Iran, the Congress has, by joint 
resolution, designated December 18, 1979, 
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as “National Unity Day.” It has requested 
the President of the United States to call 
upon all citizens and organizations to ob- 
serve that day by prominently displaying 
the American flag. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, Jimmy CarTER, 
President of the United States of America, 
do hereby designate December 18, 1979, 
as National Unity Day. I direct the ap- 
propriate officials of the Government to 
display the flag on all Government build- 
ings during that day. I urge all Americans 
to observe National Unity Day, Decem- 
ber 18, 1979, by flying the Stars and 
Stripes from their homes and other suit- 
able places. 

In Witness WuerEor, I have here- 
unto set my hand this sixteenth day of 
December, in the year of our Lord nine- 
teen hundred seventy-nine, and of the in- 
dependence of the United States of Amer- 
ica the two hundred and fourth.

PRESIDENTIAL DETERMINATION REGARD- 
ING THE ACCEPTANCE AND APPLICATION 
oF CERTAIN INTERNATIONAL TRADE 
AGREEMENTS 


1. Pursuant to section 102 of the Trade 
Act of 1974 (19 U.S.C. 2112(b)), I, 
through my duly empowered representa- 
tive, on April 12, 1979, entered into the 
international agreements negotiated in the 
Tokyo Round of Multilateral Trade Ne- 
gotiations. These agreements were: 

(i) Agreement on Interpretation 

and Application of Articles VI, 
XVI and XXIII of the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade; 

(ii) Agreement on Implementation 
of Article VI of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade; 

Agreement on Implementation 

of Article VII of the General 

Agreement on Tariffs and 

Trade; 

(iv) Agreement on Government Pro- 
curement; 

(v) Agreement on Technical Bar- 
riers to Trade; 


(iii) 


(vi) Agreement on Import Licensing 
Procedures ; 

(vii) Agreement on Trade in Civil 
Aircraft; 

(viii) International Dairy Arrange- 
ment, and 

(ix) Arrangement Regarding Bovine 
Meat. 
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These agreements are collectively referred 
to herein as the “MTN agreements”. 

2. In accordance with sections 102 and 
151 of the Trade Act of 1974 (19 U.S.C. 
2112 and 2191), the MTN agreements 
were submitted to Congress for its ap- 
proval. Section 2 of the Trade Agree- 
ments Act of 1979 (93 Stat. 147) ap- 
proves the MTN Agreements and au- 
thorizes the President to accept each of 
the MTN agreements provided that the 
President determines that all, or all but 
one, of the major industrial countries (as 
defined in section 126(d) of the Trade 
Act of 1974 (19 U.S.C. 2136(d) ) is also 
accepting the agreement. If the President 
determines that only one major industrial 
country is not accepting an agreement, 
the President may nevertheless accept 
such an agreement if he determines that 
the acceptance of that agreement by that 
country is not essential to the effective 
operation of the Agreement, and if: 

(A) that country is not a major factor 
in trade in the products covered 
by that agreement; 

(B) the President has authority to 
deny the benefits of the agree- 
ment to that country and has 
taken steps to deny the benefits of 
the agreement to that country; or 

(C) a significant portion of United 
States trade would benefit from 
the agreement, notwithstanding 
such nonacceptance, and the 
President determines and reports 
to the Congress that it is in the 
national interest of the United 
States to accept the agreement. 

3. Section 2 of the Trade Agreements 
Act of 1979 also provides that no agree- 
ment accepted by the President shall ap- 
ply between the United States and any 
other country unless the President deter- 
mines that such country: 
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(A) has accepted the obligations of the 
agreement with respect to the 
United States, and 

(B) should not otherwise be denied the 
benefits of the agreement with re- 
spect to the United States because 
such country has not accorded 
adequate benefits, including sub- 
stantially equal competitive op- 
portunities for the commerce of 
the United States to the extent 
required under section 126(c) of 
the Trade Act of 1974 (19 U.S.C. 
2136(c)), to the United States. 

4. Section 701 of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended effective January 1, 1980 (93 
Stat. 151) provides that the President 
must determine that certain conditions 
must be met before a country can be con- 
sidered a “country under the Agreement” 
and, therefore, entitled to the injury de- 
termination provided for in section 703 
(a) and 705(b) of the Tariff Act of 1930 
(93 Stat. 152 and 159). 

5. Section 601(a) of the Trade Agree- 
ments Act of 1979 (93 Stat. 267) author- 
izes the President to proclaim certain 
modifications in the Tariff Schedules of 
the United States if the President deter- 
mines that the conditions under section 
2(b) of the Trade Agreements Act of 
1979 (93 Stat. 147) on acceptance of the 
Agreement on Trade in Civil Aircraft 
have been fulfilled. 

Now, THeRerore, I, Jimmy Carter, 
President of the United States of America, 
acting under and by virtue of the author- 
ity vested in me as President, and in con- 
formity with the provisions of sections 2 
and 601(a) of the Trade Agreements Act 
of 1979 (93 Stat. 147 and 267), herein 
referred to as “the Act”, section 701 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended effec- 
tive January 1, 1980 (93 Stat. 151), and 
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section 301 of title 3 of the United States 
Code do hereby : 

1. Determine that: 

a. With respect to the Agreement on 
Interpretation and Application of Arti- 
cles VI, XVI and XXIII of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, the 
Agreement on Implementation of Article 
VI of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, the Agreement on Technical 
Barriers to Trade, the Agreement on Im- 
port Licensing Procedures, and the Agree- 
ment on Trade in Civil Aircraft, 

(i) in accordance with sections 2(b) 

(1) and (3) of the Act (93 Stat. 
147), each major industrial coun- 
try (as defined in section 126(d) 
of the Trade Act of 1974 (19 
U.S.C. 2136(d)) is also accept- 
ing the agreement with the ex- 
ception cf Japan; 

(ii) in accordance with section 2(b) 
(3) of the Act (93 Stat. 147), the 
acceptance of these agreements 
by Japan is not essential to the 
effective operation of the agree- 
ments for that period of time dur- 
ing which Japan is completing its 
Constitutional procedures to ac- 
cept the agreements and in light 
of the stated intention of the Gov- 
ernment of Japan to act in the in- 
terim in line with the agreements 
within its existing powers; and 
(iii) in accordance with section 2(b) 
(3) (C) of the Act (93 Stat. 148), 
a significant portion of United 
States will 
these agreements, notwithstand-

ing the anticipated short delay in 
acceptance by Japan, and it is in 
the national interest of the United 
States to accept these agreements. 
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b. The conditions in sections 701(b) 
(3) (A), (B) and (C) of the Tariff Act 
of 1930, as amended effective January 1, 
1980 (93 Stat. 151), will have been met 
with respect to Venezuela, Honduras, 
Nepal, North Yemen, El Salvador, Para- 
guay and Liberia. 

c. With respect to the International 
Dairy Arrangement, 

(i) in accordance with sections 2(b) 

(1) and (3) of the Act (93 Stat. 
147), each major industrial 
country (as defined in section 
126(d)) is also accepting the 
agreement with the exception of 
Canada; 

(ii) in accordance with section 2(b) 
(3) of the Act (93 Stat. 147), the 
acceptance of this agreement by 
Canada is not essential to the 
effective operation of the agree- 
ment; and 


in accordance with section 2(b) 
(3) (A) of the Act, Canada is not 
a major factor in trade in the 
products covered by the agree- 
ment.

d. With respect to the Arrangement 
Regarding Bovine Meat, in accordance 
with sections 2(b)(1) and (3) of the Act 
(93 Stat. 147), each major industrial 
country (as defined in section 126(d) of 


the Trade Act of 1974 (19 U.S.C. 
2136(d)) is also accepting the agree- 
ment. 


e. In accordance with section 601 (a) 
of the Trade Agreements Act of 1979 (93 
Stat. 267), 

(i the conditions under section 2(b) 
of that Act (93 Stat. 147) on 
acceptance of the Agreement on 
Trade in Civil Aircraft have been 


fulfilled ; 
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(ii) the modifications provided for in 
section A of Annex II to Procla- 
mation No. 4707 of December 11, 
1979, which were authorized by 
section 601(a) of the Trade 
Agreements Act of 1979 (93 Stat. 
267), shall be effective with re- 
spect to articles entered or with- 
drawn from warehouse, for con- 
sumption on and after January 1, 
1980; and 
the amendment to section 466 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 
1466) provided for in section 
601(a)(3) of the Trade Agree- 
ments Act of 1979 (93 Stat. 268) 
shall be effective with respect to 
entries made under section 466 on 
and after January 1, 1980. 

2. Authorize the United States Special 
Representative, for Trade Negotiations, 
or his designee, on behalf of the United 
States of America, 

(a) to sign and accept the Agreement 
on Interpretation and Application of 
Articles VI, XVI, and XXIII of the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, the 
Agreement on Implementation of Article 
VI of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, the Agreement on Technical 
Barriers to Trade, the Agreement on Im- 
port Licensing Procedures, the Agreement 
on Trade in Civil Aircraft, the Interna- 
tional Dairy Arrangement and _ the 
Arrangement Regarding Bovine Meat; 

(b) to sign the Agreement on Govern- 
ment Procurement subject to satisfactory 
completion of negotiations on entity cov- 
erage under the Agreements; and 

(c) to sign the Agreement on Imple- 
mentation of Article VII of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade subject 
to acceptance.

Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 


Letter to 19 Members of the Senate. 
December 17, 1979 


Thank you for your letter concerning 
the Senate’s view of the SALT II agree- 
ment. I welcome your commendation of 
the statements Secretary Brown and I 
have made relating to the Five Year De- 
fense Program. 

I have also noted your comments about 
certain aspects of SALT II’s terms and 
about the shift in the comparative military 
positions of the Soviet Union and the 
United States, and your views on a num- 
ber of further considerations bearing on 
various aspects of the Soviet-American 
relationship. 

The issues you raise have been probed 
in depth during the hearings before the 
Senate committees, and will be further 
examined in preparing for the floor de- 
bate and in the course of the debate it- 
self. I therefore share your interest in dis- 
cussing these matters in detail with me 
and members of my Administration. 

I also share your desire to achieve a bi- 
partisan consensus on these issues of long- 
range national security strategy and arms 
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control, and to that end we should begin 
these meetings at an early date. I am con- 
fident we can find the common ground on 
which the prompt ratification of this 
treaty, so important to our own national 
security and the peace of the world, will be 
achieved.

Visit of Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher of the United Kingdom 


Remarks at the Welcoming Ceremony. 
December 17, 1979 


THE PRESIDENT. It’s indeed an honor for 
me, on behalf of the people of our Nation, 
to welcome to the United States the 
Prime Minister of the United Kingdom, 
Margaret Thatcher. 

Our country has in its ancestry people 
from almost every nation on Earth. We 
are, Madame Prime Minister, indeed a 
commonwealth of almost every nation, 
located within the boundaries of one 
country. But there is no doubt that from 
your own country has come the heritage 
and the political faith and the civilization 
of our country, as the preeminent and the 
prime source. 
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We share a lot in common. Although 
our cars, or our automobiles, may drive 
on opposite sides of the highway, our peo- 
ple generally move in the same direction. 
And we share, or at least we attempt to 
share, a common language. Sometimes 
we don’t succeed. But in the most im- 
portant things, we do see issues and ideas, 
challenges, hopes, and expectations in 
the same way. 

We’re bound together with a common 
belief that our national security is inter- 
twined with yours. When we deal with 
important issues of the present and future 
years, like energy, our consultations are 
very close. We are bound together through 
trade and through culture, through 
tourism and through blood kin. Perhaps 
the most important things, however, 
which bind us together are a common be- 
lief in freedom and democracy, the right 
of people to speak their own minds with- 
out interference, and the belief in equal 
justice for all. 

We believe in the dignity of individual 
human beings, in the importance of it, 
and the enhancement of human rights 
throughout the world. We also set a 
benchmark for other nations to study and 
perhaps to emulate on how great and 
sovereign nations can deal with one an- 
other in a constructive and harmonious 
way, even when at times there are dif- 
ferences between us. 

As another strong Prime Minister of 
the United Kingdom has said, Winston 
Churchill: “The price of greatness is re- 
sponsibility.” It’s obvious to all Americans 
that in the last 7 months, Madame Prime 
Minister, you’ve exhibited greatness in the 
form of assuming responsibility; not only 
to deal with important and difficult do- 
which we also have in our 
own country, but in searching for ways in 
which you can meet the challenges of the 
international world. 


mestic issues, 
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You’ve helped us in the evolution of 
our SALT treaty, and your strong support 
for it plays a major role in shaping opinion 
in our own country. The recent decision 
made in the European Community, 
Atlantic Alliance nations on theater nu- 
clear forces have felt the benefit of your 
strong leadership. We joined together 
many months ago in strengthening this 
NATO Alliance. And, of course, we share 
as well a determination that in the future 
our efforts on controlling both conven- 
tional and nuclear weapons will be 
successful. 

We had long discussions in Tokyo 
earlier this year about how to deal with 
the increasing price of energy and the 
prospective shortage of energy on a world- 
wide basis. And I’m very grateful that we 
do share that responsibility, because you 
add great strength to our own efforts and 
help to induce other countries to be re- 
sponsible and forthright in meeting this 
challenge in a successful way. 

Our people have been deeply grateful 
and filled with admiration at the success- 
ful efforts that you have brought to re- 
solving the longstanding problems in 
Zimbabwe-Rhodesia. And we hope that 
soon that nation, because of your own 
efforts, will be blessed with a majority rule 
government, and will be free of war and 
combat, and can indeed have peace and 
join the democratic nations of the world. 

I want the American people to get to 
know you, Madame Prime Minister, as I 
have come to know you and admire you. 
And I particularly want to emphasize that 
our people in Great Britain, the United 
Kingdom, and the United States have 
always seen our finest achievements in 
times of crisis and in times of challenge. I 
particularly want to thank you personally, 
on behalf of all Americans, and remind all 
the citizens of this country that from the 
very first moment when American hos- 
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tages were captured and held illegally in 
Iran, your government has been in the 
forefront of those who have helped us in 
every way; both privately and through 
diplomatic means, and through public 
means, you’ve been staunch allies, staunch 
friends, staunch supporters of ours. And I 
deeply appreciate it. 

I might say in closing, Madame Prime 
Minister, that this is typical of the inter- 
relationship which our two nations have 
always enjoyed in the past. You are at 
home here. This is not your first visit. 
Many Americans already know you and 
admire you from a distance. And I’m very 
grateful that you’ve come at this time, not 
a time of dormancy or a time of self-satis- 
faction, but a time of crisis and a time of 
challenge, as a strong leader of one of the 
great nations on Earth. 

Madame Prime Minister, we deeply 
appreciate your visit; the people of my 
government, the people of our Nation 
welcome you to the United States. Thank 
you very much. God bless you and the 
people whom you represent. 

Tue Prime Minister. Mr. President, 
thank you very much for your warm wel- 
come and for the very generous terms in 
which you expressed it. I’m delighted to 
be back in Washington and to have the 
opportunity of meeting you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, and many other friends once again. 

I don’t need to dwell on the emotion 
which any British Prime Minister must 
feel on taking part in this ceremony on the 
White House lawn for the first time. The 
United States is the most powerful force 
for freedom and democracy the world 
over, and we salute and we honor you. 

Our meeting, Mr. President, extends a 
long and historic series. The friendship 
between our two countries stretches far 
into the past. It rests on a natural affinity 
and affection which stand above the buf- 
fetings of fate and fortune. The relation- 
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ship, as you’ve said, Mr. President, is in- 
deed an exceptional one. It’s exceptional 
in its ease; it’s exceptional in its dura- 
bility; it’s exceptional in its consequences. 
And I look to see it deepened further in 
the talks that we are about to begin. 

Mr. President, this isn’t an easy time 
for the United States, and I want you to 
know that every British home has fol- 
lowed anxiously the events of the last 6 
weeks in Tehran. The cruel ordeal in- 
flicted on the hostages has aroused the in- 
dignation of the civilized world, and our 
hearts go out to the hostages and our 
thoughts are with them and their families 
here. 

Our admiration goes to the American 
people for their patience and wisdom and 
self-control. You yourself, Mr. President, 
if I may say so, have won enormous re- 
spect in Britain for the statesmanship, 
calmness, and courage with which you’ve 
faced an agonizing problem. At times like 
this you’re entitled to look to your friends 
for support. We are your friends. We do 
support you. And we shall support you. 
Let there be no doubt about that. 

Mr. President, as well as the grievous 
events in Iran, there is much to discuss; 
for example, Rhodesia, which you have 
mentioned, where we’re deeply grateful 
for your understanding and support 
throughout the negotiations, and not 
least in the last few days; on defense, 
where we applaud the program that 
you’ve just announced and where we take 
our full part in the modernization of the 
theater nuclear forces in NATO; on 
energy and economic problems, where 
we’re both actively seeking to control in- 
flation and to use our resources better; 
and on Europe, where I will tell you of 
my confidence that the Community will 
resolve its present difficulties and emerge 
a stronger partner for the United States. 

After this splendid welcoming cere- 
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mony, Mr. President, for which I do in- 
deed thank you, I look forward to tackling 
our formidable agenda and on reaching a 
broad measure of agreement. We bring 
you affectionate greetings and good 
wishes to all the people of the United 
States of America.

Visit of Prime Minister Thatcher 
of the United Kingdom 


Remarks Following a Meeting. 
December 17, 1979 


Tue Presiwenrt. Prime Minister Thatcher 
and I have had very extensive and very 
productive conversations, even negotia- 
tions on a few points. There are no dif- 
ferences between us that cause any con- 
cern among Americans or people who live 
in Great Britain. We’ve reached agree- 
ment on a few items which we have 
discussed. 

We have had long discussions about 
Iran. I’ve expressed again my thanks to 
the Prime Minister about the strong and 
unequivocal support on that issue. We’ve 
expressed our admiration and apprecia- 
tion for the progress that has been made 
by her and by Lord Carrington in ne- 
gotiating for a peaceful and democratic 
settlement in Rhodesia and again pledged 
our full support in their efforts in that 
difficult issue. 

We’ve discussed the appreciation that 
we feel for the British for their strong 
support for SALT II, the strong role that 
they played in developing the theater 
nuclear force agreement among the Euro- 
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pean nations, Atlantic Alliance, in the last 
few days. We discussed matters of trade 
and commerce and the future of our two 
countries in dealing with the problem of 
energy. 

In every instance we have made good 
progress. There are very few, if any, dif- 
ferences between the people of Great 
Britain and the people of the United 
States. It’s a delight for us to have her 
here, and she will be meeting with some of 
our congressional leaders and some of the 
Cabinet officers this afternoon. I will be 
with her again tonight. 

We are very grateful that you’ve come, 
Madame Prime Minister, and we look for- 
ward to seeing you this afternoon, this 
evening, at the banquet. And in the mean- 
time our officials will be discussing mat- 
ters with one another. 

Thank you again for being with me. 
Perhaps you’d like to make a statement 
for the press. 

Tue Prime Minister. Thank you. 

Mr. President, I would like really to 
confirm what you’ve said, how well and 
how easily the talks and discussions went. 
I don’t find that surprising in any way. We 
after all share very similar views about 
the importance of defending freedom un- 
der the law and therefore the importance 
of giving defense a good deal of priority 
in our national programs. We notice what 
the President has done for defense over 
here, and we've felt that we in Great 
Britain have been able to respond, and we 
also put it in the forefront of our election 
program. 

We are particularly grateful to the 
President for the great help we have had 
in trying to bring the Rhodesian prob- 
lem to a successful settlement and a suc- 
cessful conclusion. At all stages we've kept 
in touch with the President and with Sec- 
retary Vance, and they've been most 


helpful. 
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Of course a large part of our discussions 
were taken up with Iran, for reasons 
which everyone in the whole world will 
understand. And we indicated very 
clearly to the President that when the 
United States wishes to go to the Security 
Council for further powers under chapter 
seven, Great Britain will be the first to 
support him in his endeavors. You’d ex- 
pect nothing less, and you will receive 
nothing less but our full support. 

Naturally, we’re concerned about en- 
ergy, the Middle East, the future of oil 
supplies, and we’ve talked too about that. 
You all look now just a little bit chilly, 
so perhaps I can conclude those—so am I 
—those few comments with everything 
went extremely well. We’re very happy to 
be here, very grateful to the President for 
giving us so much of his time, and we felt 
that everything went just as you would 
expect it to go between America and 
Great Britain, and that couldn’t be more 
satisfactory.

President’s Special Commission for 
the Study of Ethical Problems in 
Medicine and Biomedical and 
Behavioral Research 

Executive Order 12184. December 17, 1979 


RELATING TO THE PRESIDENT’S COMMIS- 
SION FOR THE Stupy or ETHICAL 
PROBLEMS IN MEDICINE AND BIOMEDI- 
CAL AND BEHAVIORAL RESEARCH 


Public Law 95-622 established the 
President’s Commission for the Study of 
Ethical Problems in Medicine and Bio- 
medical and Behavioral Research. Appro- 
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priations to fund the work of the Com- 
mission, although authorized, have not 
been sought or received, but entities 
within the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare have authority and 
funds which may be available to carry on 
activities identical to those to be under- 
taken by the Commission. Therefore, in 
order to permit these entities to support 
the conduct of those activities by the Com- 
mission, and under the authority vested 
in me as President by the Constitution of 
the United States, it is ordered: 

1-101. There is established the Presi- 
dent’s Special Commission for the Study 
of Ethical Problems in Medicine and Bio- 
medical and Behavioral Research. The 
Special Commission established by this 
Order shall be constituted in accordance 
with and subject to the provisions of Title 
III of Public Law 95-622, except that it 
shall receive financial support, to the ex- 
tent permitted by law and subject to the 
availability of funds, from the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare. 
The Administrator of General Services 
shall provide administrative support serv- 
ices to the Special Commission on a reim- 
bursable basis. 


1-102. The Special Commission estab- 
lished by this Order shall terminate upon 
enactment and availability of appropria- 
tions for the Commission established by 
Public Law 95-622, and in any event, un- 
less extended, no later than two years 
from the date of this Order. No funds 
transferred by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare pursuant to this 
Order shall be expended by either Com- 
mission following termination of the 
Special Commission.

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Conservation of Petroleum and 
Natural Gas 


Executive Order 12185. December 17, 1979 


By the authority vested in me as Presi- 
dent of the United States of America by 
Section 403(b) of the Powerplant and 
Industrial Fuel Use Act of 1978 (92 Stat. 
3318; Public Law 95-620) and Section 
301 of Title 3 of the United States Code, 
in order to encourage additional conserva- 
tion of petroleum and natural gas by 
recipients of Federal financial assistance, 
it is hereby ordered as follows: 

1-101. Each Federal agency, as that 
term is defined in Section 103(a) (25) of 
the Powerplant and Industrial Fuel Use 
Act of 1978 (92 Stat. 3297), shall effect- 
uate through its financial assistance pro- 
grams the purposes of that Act relating to 
the conservation of petroleum and natural 
gas. 

1-102. Each Federal agency which ex- 
tends financial assistance shall review 
those programs of financial assistance and 
identify those which are most likely to 
offer opportunities for significant con- 
servation of petroleum and natural gas. 

1-103. Within two months, and an- 
nually thereafter, each agency shall pub- 
lish for comment a list of those programs 
which it has identified as likely to offer 
significant opportunity for conservation. 
The public shall be given 60 days to sub- 
mit comments, including suggestions for 
rules which would effectuate the conser- 
vation purposes of the Act. 

1-104. After receiving public comment 
and suggestions, and after consulting with 
the Director of the Office of Management 
and Budget, each agency shall publish 
proposed rules designed to achieve con- 
servation of petroleum and natural gas 
in connection with the receipt of financial 
assistance. 
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Proposed rules should be published 
within 30 days of the close of the comment 
period under Section 1-103. 

1-105. Final rules shall be adopted by 
each agency in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Sections 102(b), 403(b) and 
701(a) of the Powerpiant and Industrial 
Fuel Use Act of 1978, and the provisions 
of this Order, not later than 180 days 
from the date of this Order. 

1-106. No one shall be awarded any 
financial assistance unless that award 
complies with the provisions of the con- 
servation rules adopted by the agency 
pursuant to this Order. 

1-107. To the extent permitted by law 
and where not inconsistent with the finan- 
cial assistance program, final rules may 
provide for the reduction or suspension 
of financial assistance under any award. 
Such reduction or suspension shall not be 
ordered until there has been an oppor- 
tunity for a hearing on the record, and 
shall last for such time as the recipient 
fails to comply with the terms of the con- 
servation rule. 

1-108. No conservation rule shall be 
adopted which is inconsistent with the 
statutory provisions establishing the fi- 
nancial assistance program. 

1-109. No conservation rule shall be 
used to enforce compliance with any 
prohibition under the Act against any 
person or facility which has been specifi- 
cally determined by the Secretary of 
Energy as subject to or exempt from a 
prohibition under the Act. The conserva- 
tion rules shall be used to enforce other 
new ways of achieving the purposes of the 
Act related to the conservation of petro- 
leum and natural gas. 

1-110. In order to assess the effective- 
ness of this program, each agency shall 
annually prepare a report on its activities 
in accord with Section 403(b) (1) (B) of 
the Act. These reports shall be submitted 
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to the President through the Secretary of 
Energy. 

1-111. The Secretary of Energy shall 
prepare for the President’s consideration 
and transmittal to the Congress the report 
required by Section 403(c) of the Act. 

1-112. The Director of the Office of 
Management and Budget may issue any 
rules, regulations, or orders he deems 
necessary to ensure the implementation 
of this Order. The Director may exercise 
any of the authority vested in the Presi- 
dent by Section 403(b) of the Act, and 
may redelegate such of that authority as 
he deems appropriate to the head of any 
other agency.

Zimbabwe-Rhodesia 


White House Statement. December 17, 1979 

Today, final agreement was reached at 
Lancaster House on a Rhodesian settle- 
ment. The world can celebrate a triumph 
of reason and an extraordinary diplomatic 
success. A long, destructive, and tragic 
conflict is ending. 

This settlement is a tribute to the 
parties concerned, who rose above bitter- 
ness and suspicion to agree upon a for- 
mula for peace. It is a tribute to the 
United Kingdom, whose leaders took the 
issue directly in hand and applied a re- 
markable combination of wisdom, cour- 
age, persistence, and skill. The concerned 
African states played a vital role. 

Active American involvement in the 
search for a Rhodesian settlement began 
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in the last administration. In cooperation 
with the British we intensified that,effort, 
and, since last summer, have given our 
full support to the British negotiations. 

The settlement which has been at- 
tained can lead to an enduring peace in 
Zimbabwe and promote tranquillity in 
the region. It is founded upon majority 
rule with protection of minority rights 
and reflects the interest of all of the 
parties. 

As the process leading to an indepen- 
dent Zimbabwe unfolds, it will be incum- 
bent upon the international community, 
and especially the surrounding states, to 
support and respect the electoral process 
and its outcome. 

For its part, the United States looks for- 
ward to the day w: en an independent 
Zimbabwe can be welcomed to the family 
of nations.

Remarks at the Lighting of the National 
Menorah. December 17, 1979 


It’s a real honor for me to come 
from the White House here to this cere- 
mony celebrating the commencement of 
Chanukah, last night, the Feast of Lights. 

As many of you know, the season of 
Chanukah commemorates the victory of 
religious freedom. At the commencement 
of the celebration of this annual event, 
this season of thanksgiving and closeness 
to God, there was a miracle within which 
the candle which was supposed to only 
burn a short time burned for 8 days and 
nights. 

This miracle showed that God meets 
our needs. If we depend on Him, He will 
meet our needs. This also shows that there 
is a need to celebrate courage and to re- 
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member that hope in one’s breast need 
never die. 

This season, religious season, com- 
memorates the perpetuation of age-old 
dreams and the hunger of men and 
women down through the ages to main- 
tain a spirit committed to life under the 
most difficult circumstances, the most dif- 
ficult persecutions, the most difficult 
dangers, and under the most difficult 
suffering. It also commemorates human- 
kind’s commitment to be free. 

These commitments to live and to be 
free are ever present these days in the 
minds and hearts of all Americans, be- 
cause we know that 50 of our fellow 
human beings, our fellow citizens, are not 
free and they want to live. We pray that 
this will prevail, this desire to be free and 
to maintain life. 

The first candle that I lit, the shammes 
candle, has given its light now in this glass 
cage to five other candles. It has not itself 
been diminished. It shows that when we 
give life and love to others, the life and 
love in our own hearts is not diminished. 
As a matter of fact it grows the more we 
share it. So, tonight we pray that our 
closeness to God, our memory of these fine 
commitments of human beings down 
through the ages, will strengthen our de- 
sires to share our life and our love, not 
only with the 50 American hostages, for 
whom we pray constantly, but for men and 
women throughout the world who don’t 
always have freedom and whose lives 
might be in danger. 

I’m very grateful that this beautiful 
menorah has been dedicated for the com- 
memoration of the season of Chanukah, 
and I’m very grateful as President to be 
partaking in this commemoration of a sea- 
son when human beings are drawn closer 
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to God and, in that spirit, have confidence 
that the future will bring us a better life 
with God and with one another.

Visit of Prime Minister Thatcher 
of the United Kingdom 


Toasts at the State Dinner. 
December 17, 1979 


Tue PresipenT. As you all know, Eng- 
land is one of the first nations on Earth, 
perhaps the first, to have a woman as ruler 
of the country, and we are very honored 
tonight to have the Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom, who’s a distinguished 
guest. She’s able to share the responsibili- 
ties for the United Kingdom with the 
Queen. Unfortunately, the President of 
the United States has to do _ both. 
[Laughter] 

One of the ceremonial duties of every 
President when the Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom, Great Britain, comes 
here, is to remind him or her that the 
British burned this house in 1812. 
[Laughter| Fortunately, we had a very 
lively woman who lived here then, Dolley 
Madison, who unrolled these portraits of 
George Washington and his wife, Martha, 
took them out beyond the Potomac River, 
and saved them. And George Washington 
returned to the White House, in his por- 
trait, after the war was over. I hope that 
after the visit of this British entourage 
that the present President might be able to 
return to the White House after the next 
election year. [Laughter] But I can’t make 
any predictions about that. 
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I’ve had a chance today to meet with 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, and 
I met her earlier when she visited this 
country before she was Prime Minister, 
and I met with her in some very intense 
economic and energy discussions and 
talked about the interrelationship among 
the democratic developed nations of the 
Earth in Tokyo early this year. I’ve been 
very highly impressed with her. Charles 
Dickens said in “The Pickwick Papers,” 
“She knows what’s what, she does.” 
[Laughter] And I think this very accu- 
rately describes the Prime Minister of 
Great Britain. 

Today we talked about strategic arms 
limitation talks, the control of conven- 
tional weapons, the deployment of theater 
nuclear forces in Europe, the strengthen- 
ing of the Atlantic Alliance, the European 
Community and how those nations inter- 
relate one with another, the problems in 
Rhodesia. And I want officially to con- 
gratulate her and Lord Carrington for the 
tremendous achievement that was an- 
nounced today when the Patriotic Front 
initialed the agreement on which you’ve 
worked so successfully, and I want to con- 
gratulate you both. 

This shows what the yearning for peace 
and freedom can do, when given an op- 
portunity by a distinguished and strong 
and courageous leader and a diplomat 
who knows the sensitivities of others and 
who honors those sensitivities in a strong 
and forceful way. It’s indeed a triumph, 
and we are grateful to be part of the an- 
nouncement today. 

We talked about the future of Namibia, 
which I think will be greatly enhanced by 
the achievement of the recent days. We 
talked about the refugees, not only in 
Indochina but around the world, the un- 
fortunate people, and the need for the 
developed democratic nations on Earth 
who’ve been blessed so greatly, to give 
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them a better life, some alleviation of 
their suffering, some hope for the future. 
We talked about the intricate problems 
of energy, of nations who are great energy 
producers, and nations who are great, per- 
haps excessive, energy consumers. We 
talked about the domestic problems of 
inflation and providing jobs for our 
people. We talked about international 
trade and how this might draw nations 
closer together and to transcend inter- 
national borders. 

We talked about terrorism, the harming 
of innocent people to achieve political 
goals which quite often, most often, are 
indeed unworthy. She is dealing on a daily 
basis with terrorism in Northern Ireland. 
We stand staunchly beside her in con- 
demning bloodshed and violence, death 
and murder, and I hope that our country 
will always be an assistant to her and to 
the leaders of Great Britain in dealing 
with this threat to peace and freedom and 
the proper interrelationship of human 
beings. 

We talked about Iran and another ex- 
hibition of international terrorism, where 
innocent people are being persecuted, 
held prisoner, threatened with their very 
lives for the achievement of unworthy 
political goals. 

We talked about many other issues that 
are important to our people. But the 
overwhelming sense that I had was one 
that we constantly share responsibilities 
and opportunities, both now, in the future, 
and in the past. The ties that bind the 
people of Great Britain with those of the 
United States are so strong that nothing 
can sever them one from another. 

We are a nation, as I said this morn- 
ing, of diverse nationalities. Perhaps the 
most diverse constituency in the world is 
the one that I have. People from all over 
this Earth came here to live. But we have 
a special relationship with Great Britain, 
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our mother country. Walt Whitman, who 
perhaps more than any other American 
poet represented what Americans see and 
feel and believe, said, “I hear the running 
of the Thames River in my speech.” Per- 
haps you can’t hear the running of the 
Thames River in my speech since I’m a 
Georgian—{laughter|—but I don’t think 
anyone can escape who lives here— 
whether we’re from the south or the north, 
whether our ancestors came from England 
or Ireland or Poland or from China or 
from Japan or from the Philippines—we 
have part of England in us because the 
principles on which our Nation was 
founded, our deep concepts of freedom 
and individuality, of democratic govern- 
ment originated in our mother country. 

We are very honored to have Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher as our guest, 
and we would like to pay tribute now to 
her, to her nation, and to the United 
Kingdom. And I would like to propose a 
toast to Her Majesty the Queen. 

To the Queen. 

Tue Prime Minister. Mr. President, 
Mrs. Carter, ladies and gentlemen: 

It has been my first visit to Washington 
as head of the British Government, and I 
should like, at the end of a memorable 
day, to say thank you. Thank you, to you, 
Mr. President, to you, Mrs. Carter, and 
through you to the American people for 
the wonderfully warm welcome I’ve been 
given everywhere. 

I know, Mr. President, that as you 
pointed out at the beginning of your 
speech, the relationship between America 
and Britain started off with one or two 
errors of judgment on our side. [Laughter] 
Looking around me at the beauty here 
and at the wonderful nation you’ve 
created, I’m really rather glad that my 
predecessors weren’t successful in all 
things they tried to carry out. 
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Now, I know that official visits to Wash- 
ington recur almost with the regularity of 
the passing seasons, but as far as I’m con- 
cerned, this really has been an excep- 
tional event in the year for me. Alas, I'll 
not be staying long, but it makes a great 
difference to me to have this chance of 
direct discussion and to sense at first hand 
what it is that quickens the pulse of the 
American people, their yearnings and 
preoccupations. 

I’m very much aware, Mr. President, of 
the ordeal that the United States is going 
through at the moment. It’s a double or- 
deal, for the fate of the 50 hostages in 
Tehran, from whom our’ thoughts are 
never far, and for the temper of the 
United States as a whole. You'll not want 
me to speak at length about this now, 
but I’d be giving you a false impression 
if I allowed the evening to proceed any 
further without letting you know how 
much we, in Britain, support you in your 
ordeal at this time. 

The United States is our friend, our 
ally, and our time-honored partner in 
peace and war. The history and the des- 
tiny of our countries have been and always 
will be inextricably intertwined. Our 
friendship goes back a very long way. We 
are, after all, among the very few countries 
in the world whose constitutions and na- 
tional identities have remained intact over 
two centuries. I hope you won’t mind, Mr. 
President, my recalling that George Wash- 
ington was a British subject until well af- 
ter his 40th birthday. [Laughter] I’ve been 
told, to my surprise, that he does not have 
a place in the British Dictionary of Na- 
tional Biography. I suppose the editors 
must have regarded him as a late de- 
veloper. [Laughter] 

I confess to you that in some ways my 
visit got off to rather a shaky start, be- 
cause I was told on arrival at Andrews 
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Field that I had interrupted your Secre- 
tary of State, Mr. Vance, in one of his few 
moments of relaxation. He was watching 
the Redskins playing the Cowboys. 
[Laughter] He had to take his eye off the 
game to greet me. I’m very grateful, but 
I don’t think the Redskins can have been 
very grateful to me, because it was no 
doubt as a result of this diversion of Mr. 
Vance’s attention that the Redskins lost 
the game. I do apologize for having inter- 
vened in your internal affairs. [Laughter] 

Mr. Vance’s opposite number, Lord 
Carrington, who’s with us this evening, 
has, as you know, and as you very kindly 
said, Mr. President, had something of a 
triumph in the Rhodesia negotiations at 
Lancaster House in London. If you think 
he looks a little pale, it’s because he’s been 
shut up in Lancaster House for many 
months, indeed has become known as the 
prisoner of Lancaster House. And he’s so 
pleased to be free at last. Lord Carrington 
would, I know, want me to repeat this 
evening how grateful the British Govern- 
ment are to the United States authorities 
for the stalwart support they’ve given us 
unfailingly over Rhodesia. And you, Mr. 
President, and you, Mr. Vance, we would 
like to give our warmest and most heart- 
felt thanks, because without your support 
the whole process would have been in- 
comparably more difficult and we may 
never have reached success. 

May I say one more thing, Mr. Presi- 
dent. The government which I lead has 
been in power now for just over half a 
year. We face great difficulties, some of 
them deep-seated and longstanding and 
some stemming from beyond our shores. 
And I don’t pretend that anything is go- 
ing to be remedied immediately, but we 
are determined upon a change. We’re de- 
termined to return to the first principles 
which have traditionally governed our 
political and economic life, namely, the

overall responsibility of the individual ra- 
ther than the state for his own welfare, 
and the paramountcy of Parliament for 
the protection of fundamental rights. 

The government I lead has a resound- 
ing mandate to restore the faith and the 
fortunes of the nation. We shall stick at 
the task whatever the difficulties and 
however great the endurance required. 
And we shall do so, Mr. President, in the 
conviction that our allies across the At- 
lantic have confidence in us, just as we 
have confidence in the strength and in- 
genuity of the United States to meet any 
challenge and triumph over any adversity 
that confronts them. 

And it’s in that spirit that I would like 
to ask all your other guests this evening 
to drink a toast to you, the President of 
the United States of America.

Visit of Prime Minister Thatcher 
of the United Kingdom 


White House Statement. December 18, 1979 


The President met December 17 with 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher of the 
United Kingdom. Prime Minister That- 
cher is making an official visit to the 
United States, her first to this country as 
Prime Minister. 

The President and the Prime Minister 
reviewed the exceptionally close relations 
between their two countries and discussed 
a number of key world issues which are 
of particular concern to both. These in- 
cluded the Iran crisis, the Rhodesia set- 
tlement, Middle East, Northern Ireland, 
theater nuclear force modernization and 
arms control, strategic cooperation, 
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SALT, the comprehensive test ban talks, 
international economic issues and energy, 
common approaches to the Caribbean 
and aid to developing countries, trans- 
atlantic defense trade, and bilateral eco- 
nomic and commercial issues. 

The President expressed his apprecia- 
tion and that of the entire American 
people for the United Kingdom’s assist- 
ance and support in connection with the 
international effort to secure release of 
American hostages held by Iran in defi- 
ance of universally accepted standards of 
decency and law. The President and the 
Prime Minister agreed that the principle 
of civilized behavior and the rule of law, 
vital to the whole world community, is at 
stake in the present crisis. The Prime Min- 
ister made it clear that Britain shared the 
anguish of America and would do its ut- 
most to convince the Iranian authorities 
to release all the hostages unharmed. 

The President congratulated the Prime 
Minister on her government’s vigorous 
role in the Lancaster House negotiations 
and the potential these have for contrib- 
uting to peace and stability in southern 
Africa. The Prime Minister expressed 
warm appreciation for the full support of 
the United States for an all-party solu- 
tion to outstanding issues and its readiness 
to promote further progress in Rhodesia 
towards a fully democratic, independent 
state, within the framework of the ar- 
rangements agreed upon by the parties 
directly concerned. 

The Prime Minister explained the 
British Government’s recent political ini- 
tiative in proposing a conference of the 
principal political parties in Northern 
Ireland with the aim of finding an ac- 
ceptable way of giving the people of 
Northern Ireland more responsibility for 
their own affairs. Both leaders condemned 
support for organizations and individuals 
engaged directly or indirectly in cam- 
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paigns of violence and agreed that such 
campaigns only delay the day when peace 
and reconciliation can come to Northern 
Ireland. The President reaffirmed U.S. 
policy concerning the tragic problem of 
Northern Ireland as set forth in his state- 
ment of August 1977. 

In security matters directly affecting 
their two countries, the President and the 
Prime Minister (1) applauded the de- 
cision taken last week by NATO govern- 
ments to proceed with effective modern- 
ization and deployment of theater nuclear 
forces and with arms control proposals de- 
signed to reduce, on a basis of equality, 
nuclear weapons of both NATO and the 
Warsaw Pact; (2) agreed that the earli- 
est possible ratification of the SALT II 
treaty would significantly contribute to a 
safer and more stable international secu- 
rity environment. 

The President and Prime Minister 
agreed on the importance of maintaining 
a credible British strategic deterrent force 
and U.S./U.K. strategic cooperation. The 
leaders agreed that their governments 
should continue their discussions of the 
most appropriate means of achieving these 
objectives for the future. In this connec- 
tion the President and Prime Minister 
discussed the importance of increased 
efforts to strengthen NATO’s defenses, 
both nuclear and conventional. The Presi- 
dent reviewed the new U.S. Five-Year 
Defense Plan, noting that in order to 
carry out that plan the United States will 
be increasing defense spending, in real 
terms, steadily over the next 5 years. 

The President and Prime Minister re- 
affirmed their strong support for the 
NATO Long-Term Defense Program and 
for the NATO aim of 3-percent real 
growth in annual defense spending. The 
Prime Minister noted plans for further 
significant increases in the U.K. defense 
budget to improve the effectiveness of

United Kingdom conventional forces, in- 
cluding provision of modernized equip- 
ment and reserves. The Prime Minister 
agreed that it was essential for America’s 
European Allies to share equitably in any 
collective defense buildup to meet the 
needs of the common defense. 

During her visit to the United States, 
the Prime Minister is also meeting with 
Secretary of Defense Brown, Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, General Jones, 
and other senior defense officials; Mem- 
bers of Congress; Chairman Volcker of 
the Federal Reserve Board; U.N. Secre- 
tary-General Waldheim, and the Presi- 
dent of the U.N. General Assembly. 

Prime Minister Thatcher invited the 
President to visit the United Kingdom at 
a mutually agreeable date, and the Presi- 
dent accepted the invitation with pleasure. 


American Hostages in Iran 


White House Statement. December 18, 1979 

There continue to be confusing and 
sometimes conflicting reports that Ameri- 
can citizens being illegally held as hos- 
tages might be placed before some type of 
public trial or tribunal. As we made clear 
on November 20, such an action would be 
a further provocation to the United 
States and to the world community. The 
gravity of the situation created by the 
illegal and irresponsible holding of the 
hostages would be compounded by any 
such public exploitation of American 
citizens. The authorities in Iran would 
bear full responsibility for any ensuing 
consequences. 

As also stated on November 20, the 
United States is seeking a peaceful solu- 
tion through every available channel. 
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This is far preferable to the other remedies 
available to the United States. -

The President today announced that he 
will nominate Colbert I. King, of Rock- 
ville, Md., to be United States Executive 
Director of the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development. He 
would replace Edward R. Fried, resigned. 

King has been Deputy Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for Legislative Affairs 
(International) since 1977. 

He was born September 20, 1939, in 
Washington, D.C. He received a B.A. 
from Howard University in 1961. He 
served in the U.S. Army from 1961 to 
1963. 

From 1963 to 1964, King was with the 
U.S. Civil Service Commission. From 
1964 to 1970, he was State Department 
Attaché in Bonn, West Germany. From 
1970 to 1971, he was Special Assistant to 
the Under Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare. 

From 1971 to 1972, King was Chief of 
the Policy and Program Development 
Staff at VISTA. From 1972 to 1976, he 
was minority staff director for the Senate 
Committee on the District of Columbia 
and was on Senator Charles McC. 
Mathias, Jr.’s staff, as legislative assistant, 
then chief of the legislative department. 
From 1976 to 1977, King was director of 
government relations for Potomac Elec- 
tric Power Co.

Nomination of David S. King To Be US. 
Alternate Executive Director. 
December 19, 1979 


The President today announced that he 
will nominate David S. King, of Kensing- 
ton, Md., to be U.S. Alternate Executive 
Director of the International Bank for Re- 
construction and Development. He would 
replace William Dixon, resigned. 

King has been a partner in the Wash- 
ington law firm of Williams and King 
since 1970, specializing in international 
trade, and is a former U.S. Representative 
from Utah. 


He was born June 20, 1917, in Salt Lake 
City, Utah. He received a B.A. from the 
University of Utah in 1937 and a J.D. 
from Georgetown College of Law in 1942. 

From 1942 to 1943, King was law clerk 
to Justice Harold M. Stephens of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the District of Co- 
lumbia. From 1943 to 1944, he was Coun- 
sel to the Office of Price Administration, 
and from 1944 to 1947, he was counsel to 
the Utah State Tax Commission. 


From 1947 to 1959, King was a partner 
in the Salt Lake City law firm of King & 
Anderson. He represented the Second Dis- 
trict of Utah from 1959 to 1962 and from 
1964 to 1966. In 1963 and 1964, he prac- 
ticed law in Salt Lake City, specializing in 
the organization of national banks. 

From 1967 to 1969, King was U.S. Am- 
bassador to the Malagasy Republic and to 
Mauritius. 

He is chairman of the Federal Bar Asso- 
ciation Committee on

United States Arms Control

Resignation of George M. Seignious II as 
Director and Nomination of Ralph Earle II. 
December 19, 1979 


The President today accepted with 
regret the resignation, for reasons of 
health, of George M. Seignious as Direc- 
tor of the U.S. Arms Control and Dis- 
armament Agency and announced his 
intention to nominate Ralph Earle II as 
Director. 

Seignious was appointed Director of 
ACDA on the resignation of Paul C. 
Warnke in November 1978 and was 
sworn in on December 4, 1978. He was 
confirmed by the Senate on March 1, 
1979. 

Earle has been serving since Novem- 
ber 1978 as Chairman of the U.S. Dele- 
gation to the Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks and as Special Representative for 
Arms Control and Disarmament Negotia- 
tions, with the rank of Ambassador. 

Seignious will continue as Director 
until Earle assumes office. On assumption 
of the office of Director, Earle intends to 
resign from his present positions. 

The President also announced his in- 
tention to nominate Seignious as the at- 
large delegate on U.S. arms control dele- 
gations, such as the SALT and MBFR 
delegations, with the personal rank of 
Ambassador. 

Earle was born September 26, 1928, in 
Bryn Mawr, Pa. He received an A.B. from 
Harvard College in 1950 and an LL.B. 
from Harvard Law School in 1955. He 
served in the U.S. Army from 1950 to 
1952. 

Earle practiced law with the firm of 
Morgan, Lewis and Bockius in Philadel- 
phia from 1956 to 1968. In 1968 and 
1969, he served as Principal Deputy As- 
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sistant Secretary of Defense, and subse- 
quently as Acting Assistant Secretary of 
Defense and as Special Advisor for 
Europe and NATO in the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense. 

From 1969 to 1972, Earle was defense 
adviser to the U.S. Mission to NATO. In 
1972 and 1973, he was a consultant for 
SALT in the Office of the Secretary of 
Defense. He was the ACDA representa- 
tive on the U.S. Delegation to SALT 
from 1973 until 1977, when he became 
Alternate Chairman of the Delegation.

Nomination of Matthew Nimetz To Be Under 
Secretary for Security Assistance, Science and 
Technology. December 19, 1979 


The President today announced his 
intention to nominate Matthew Nimetz 
as Under Secretary of State for Security 
Assistance, Science and Technology. He 
would replace Lucy Wilson Benson, who 
has resigned. 

Nimetz has been Counselor of the De- 
partment of State since 1977. 

He was born June 17, 1939, in New 
York City. He received a B.A. from Wil- 
liams College in 1960, a B.A. (1962) and 
M.A. (1966) from Balliol College, Ox- 
ford University, and an LL.B. from Har- 
vard Law School in 1965.

Counselor of the Department.

The President today announced his in- 
tention to nominate Rozanne L. Ridgway 
as Counselor to the Department of State. 
She would replace Matthew Nimetz, who 
will be nominated as an Under Secretary 
of State. 

Ridgway has been U.S. Ambassador to 
Finland since 1977. 

She was born August 22, 1935, in St. 
Paul, Minn. She received a B.A. from 
Hamline University in 1957. 

Ridgway joined the Foreign Service in 
1957 as an information specialist at the 
State Department and served in Manila 
and Palermo. From 1967 to 1970, she was 
political officer in Oslo, and from 1970 to 
1972, she was an international relations 
officer at the State Department. 

From 1972 to 1973, Ridgway was Dep- 
uty Director of Policy Planning and Co- 
ordination in the Bureau of Inter-Amer- 
ican Affairs. From 1973 to 1975, she was 
Deputy Chief of Mission in Nassau. She 
served as Deputy Assistant Secretary of 
State for Oceans and Fisheries Affairs 
from 1975 to 1977.

Nomination of Joseph Charles Zengerle III To 
Be an Assistant Secretary. December 19, 1979 


The President today announced that he 
will nominate Joseph Charles Zengerle 
III, of Washington, D.C., to be an Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Air Force. He would 
replace Antonia Handler Chayes, who 
has been appointed Under Secretary of

Regulatory Reform Legislation 


White House Statement on Action by the 
Senate Administrative Practices and 
Procedures Subcommittee. December 19, 1979 


The Senate Administrative Practices 
and Procedures Subcommittee has 
drafted and today reported out S. 2147, 
the Regulatory Flexibility and Adminis- 
trative Reform Act of 1979. 

The President congratulated Senators 
John Culver and Paul Laxalt and their 
colleagues on the subcommittee on an im- 
pressive job of melding and refining 
regulatory reform proposals from the ad- 
ministration, other Senators, and many 
expert witnesses. He said that this issue 
urgently needs to be addressed by respon- 
sible and well-crafted legislation. 

The President is gratified that major 
provisions of the bill carry forward the 
essentials of his regulatory reform pro- 
established through Executive 
orders and other administrative 


gram, 
initia- 
tives. These include strengthening regula- 
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tory management and cost-effective deci- 
sionmaking, elimination of unnecessary 
regulatory burdens, enhanced opportuni- 
ties for meaningful public participation, 
and reduction of redtape and unnecessary 
delay in the regulatory process. This is the 
type of balanced reform effort which will 
streamline the Government’s efforts to 
protect the health, safety, and welfare of 
our citizens, without wasting public or 
private resources. 

The President hopes for speedy and 
responsible action in the full Judiciary 
Committee and in the Senate Govern- 
mental Affairs Committee, where Senator 
Ribicoff has introduced and held hearings 
on similar legislation. 


United States-Peru Treaty on 
Penal Sentences 


Message to the Senate Transmitting the 
Treaty. December 20, 1979 


To the Senate of the United States: 

With a view to receiving the advice and 
consent of the Senate to ratification, I 
transmit herewith the Treaty between the 
United States of America and Peru on the 
Execution of Penal Sentences, which was 
signed at Washington on July 6, 1979. 

I transmit also, for the information of 
the Senate, the report of the Department 
of State with respect to the Treaty. 

The Treaty would permit citizens of 
either nation who had been convicted in 
the courts of the other country to serve 
their sentence in their home country; in 
each case the consent of the offender as 
well as the approval of the authorities of 
the two Governments would be required. 

This Treaty is significant because it 
represents an attempt to resolve a situa- 
tion which has inflicted substantial hard- 
ships on a number of citizens of each 
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country and has caused concern to both 
Governments. The Treaty is similar to 
those currently in force with Bolivia, Can- 
ada and Mexico. I recommend that the 
Senate give favorable consideration to this 
Treaty at an early date.

Message to the Congress Transmitting a 
Report. December 20, 1979 


To the Congress of the United States: 

In accordance with Section 5 of the 
Council on Wage and Price Stability Act, 
as amended, I hereby transmit to the 
Congress the nineteenth quarterly report 
of the Council on Wage and Price Sta- 
bility. The report contains a description 
of the Council’s activities during the 
second quarter of 1979 in monitoring 
both prices and wages in the private sec- 
tor and various Federal Government 
activities that may lead to higher costs 
and prices without creating commensu- 
rate benefits. It discusses Council reports, 
analyses, and filings before Federal regu- 
latory agencies. It also describes the 
Council’s activities of monitoring wages 
and prices as part of the anti-inflation 
program. 

The Council on Wage and Price Sta- 
bility will continue to play an important 
role in supplementing fiscal and monetary 
policies by calling public atten’on to 
wage and price developments or actions 
by the Government that could be of con- 
cern to American consumers.

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Small Community and Rural 
Development Policy : 


Remarks Announcing the Policy. 
December 20, 1979 


Being here this afternoon to announce 
the administration’s small community and 
rural development policy is a very special 
occasion for me. It’s special, because I 
know how important this policy will be to 
rural America, and I know how important 
rural America is to our country. 

As a life-long resident of Plains, Geor- 
gia, and as a farmer; as an organizer and 
the original manager of a seven-county 
rural area planning and development 
commission; as a State senator, repre- 
senting a rural district; as a Governor, 
representing a predominately rural State; 
and as a President: I feel that I know 
rural America. 


I know its greatness; I know its beauty. 
I know its diversity and its resilience in 
time of trial and trouble and testing. I 
know its strength, and I know the charac- 
ter of the people who live in rural 
America. I know the critically important 
role that it plays in the production of food 
and fiber, of energy and of wood, min- 
erals. I understand the ultimate, strategic 
value of the land, and what it will mean in 
the future, as a force for peace, and the 
beneficial influence of our Nation around 
the world. And I also know the problems 
of rural America: its pockets of poverty; 
its problems of isolation; the hardships 
and deprivation of some of its residents, 
which they still have to endure. 


I grew up on a farm, within 7 or 8 miles 
of my town, of my present home. My 
wife’s ancestors and mine are buried, who 
were born in the 1700’s; we haven’t 
moved very far. I remember my life on the 
farm during the Depression, when we 
didn’t have electricity, we didn’t have 
tractors. We did the work with our hands. 
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Wages for an able-bodied man were a dol- 
lar a day. And health problems and edu- 
cation problems and racial discrimination 
problems were very difficult to overcome. 

We made a lot of progress. And I am 
convinced, as President, that we ought not 
to measure the quality of life of people 
according to how densely the area is popu- 
lated. I don’t care if a thousand years from 
now Plains still has 700 people; but I 
would like to make sure that those 700 
have a good education, good homes to live 
in, good transportation opportunities, 
good health; that they know what’s going 
on in the rest of the world; that they have 
a purposeful life; that they have jobs; 
and that the quality of their life will equal 
that of any other community in this 
country. 

For the first 150 years or so of our 
Nation’s existence we were primarily a 
rural nation. National policy and rural 
policy were often almost always the same. 
More lately, as our cities have grown and 
the suburbs have grown, we’ve become 
predominantly an urban nation. But now 
the demographic trends of the 1950’s and 
1960’s, the migration of people from the 
rural areas into the cities has reversed. 
And since 1970 the population of the rural 
areas has increased 40 percent more than 
has the population in our urban centers. 

The rural economy is also growing. It’s 
becoming more diverse. In contrast to the 
rural America known by myself and by 
my parents and my grandparents and 
yours, a much larger proportion of the 
rural residents are now employed, not in 
agriculture as such, but in manufacturing 
and trade and the provision of services to 
other human beings. These changes create 
new demands, new challenges, new op- 
portunities. They require us to take stock 
of who we are and what we want in life. 
They point to the need for wise use and 
continued productivity of the bountiful 
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rural resources that God has given us. And 
they challenge us to renew our commit- 
ment to address basic, unmet needs, and 
to redress longstanding inequities. 

There have been calls for a more con- 
scious national policy for our rural areas 
for more than 50 years. It’s become in- 
creasingly evident that rural areas are 
unique, that they are not well served by 
government programs designed for the 
majority of the population. 

With the leadership of Senator Hum- 
phrey, Senator Talmadge, Tom Foley, 
other Members of Congress, including 
those on this platform this afternoon, this 
concern eventually has become translated 
into the Rural Development Act of 1972, 
and its evolutionary changes since that 
time. This provided the letter of the law, 
but it could not provide the spirit and a 
sense of common purpose that must come 
from those who execute the laws. 

Thus, while programs have grown and 
prospered under this basic legislation, 
something important had been missing, as 
all of you well know. That is the dedi- 
cated and the wholehearted commitment 
of all of us to a better life in rural 
America: a mechanism by which we 
could join together, not complaining 
about one another, and not complaining 
about the deprivations of rural life, but 
through an easy sense of common purpose 
and communication and cooperation, 
work together to overcome the problems, 
to meet the challenges, and to answer the 
difficult questions that face the people 
who don’t live in the urban parts of our 
country. 

The goals of our Nation’s first compre- 
hensive rural policy, which we’ll describe 
this afternoon, are to create new jobs and 
provide a favorable climate for rural busi- 
ness and economic development; to pro- 
mote the responsible use and the proper 
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stewardship of rural America’s natural 
resources; to address the special rural 
problems of distance and size; and to 
meet the basic human needs of rural 
Americans. 

To accomplish these goals, the policy 
that I’m announcing today does three im- 
portant things. First, in recognition of the 
need for a strong partnership between the 
public and private sectors of American 
life, and among all levels of government, 
we will recognize the primacy of local 
priorities and local decisionmaking. We 
will assure that Federal investments sup- 
port and reinforce those State and local 
development initiatives. We will use Fed- 
eral assistance to increase private sector 
cooperation and participation. We will 
target Federal assistance specifically to- 
ward individuals in rural communities 
which are most in need. We will make 
Federal programs more accessible and 
better adapted to rural circumstances. 
And we will help to strengthen local man- 
agement and development capability. 

Second, this policy presents an action 
agenda—nearly 100 specific actions that 
address pressing rural needs and trans- 
late the policy principles into tangible re- 
sults. This agenda of things to be done ex- 
pands on the White House rural develop- 
ment initiatives that have evolved in an 
uncoordinated way, perhaps, in the White 
House over the last 2% years, and it’s 
based on months of extensive consulta- 
tions, as you know, with all of you here. 

Beginning more than a year ago, we 
began to put together a program, and 
more than 6 months ago, we called you in 
to let you look over what we had done 
because of your initial recommendations 
and ideas. And then we have forged this, 
not in an isolated ivory tower here in 
Washington, but we’ve kind of put into 
practice, in putting this program together, 
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what you wanted done, and other people 
around the country, including, obviously, 
Members of Congress, State and local offi- 
cials, and rural leaders of all kinds of or- 
ganizations. Just a few weeks ago I, my- 
self, met with the leaders of 50 different 
rural organizations in the Cabinet Room. 
Many of you were there. 

Third, our policy will provide us with 
the ability to develop programs to solve 
problems and to get things done without 
unnecessary delay. In order to implement 
this strategy, that is, to get things done 
without delay, I will seek authority for an 
under secretary of small community and 
rural development at the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, to work for me, and 
to assist the Secretary of Agriculture, 
working under him, in rural development 
activities throughout the entire admin- 
istration. 

I will form a working group of high- 
level Federal program managers in many 
different agencies, I think about 17 of 
them, to ensure implementation of the 
program being introduced today, and this 
working group will be cochaired by Jack 
Watson, and by the under secretary for 
rural development, working under the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

I will appoint a Citizens’ Advisory 
Council to monitor the progress that we 
make and to advise me and the Secretary 
of Agriculture on needed Federal actions. 
I’ll invite the Nation’s Governors to estab- 
lish in each State a Rural Development 
Council to ensure effective coordination 
among the different levels of government. 
And [ll direct my Cabinet and all the 
heads of my agencies to review all relevant 
policies and programs in existence now, 
or to be proposed to the Congress in the 
future, in order to monitor implementa- 
tion of the policy that will be described 
today. And I would like to ask them, and 
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will, to designate a senior official in each 
agency to serve as a rural advocate and 
to act as a point of contact for small com- 
munity and rural leaders like you, who 
are seeking information and assistance. 

I’m pleased with the achievements that 
we've realized in the last 2% years or so 
since I’ve been President in addressing the 
problems of rural America and the small 
communities. It’s a good record, and it 
provides experience and a firm foundation 
for the policy initiatives that we’ve an- 
nounced today. But the more we have 
dealt with these problems, the more we’ve 
seen the need for a comprehensive na- 
tional policy with a large group of people 
directly involved in it. 

This policy is the first of its kind. It 
redeems my own pledge that the rural 
areas of our country will receive the atten- 
tion that they’ve needed and which they 
have deserved for so long. It also repre- 
sents a return to the principle that gov- 
ernment should encourage but never 
dictate the decisions made by American 
people and by local initiative. With your 
cooperation some elements of this pro- 
gram have already been tested in action. 

The comprehensive policy we an- 
nounced today is not the end of our work. 
It’s just the beginning. It'll give us the 
tools to do the job, to finish the job, some- 
thing that I know from my experience, 
both as a farmer and as a President, that 
rural America knows how to do, to start a 
job, to do it well, and to finish it. 

In closing let me say that I want to ex- 
press my gratitude for the strong and con- 
tinued support that we’ve had in prepar- 
ing this policy, to all of you, the groups 
and individuals who’ve contributed, too 
numerous to mention specifically—but I 
would like to thank Senator Patrick 
Leahy, the chairman of the Senate Sub- 
committee on Rural Development, who 
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will follow me at this podium; Congress- 
man Wes Watkins, the chairman of the 
Congressional Rural Caucus; Governor 
Jim Hunt, my good friend and chairman 
of the Governors’ subcommittee on small 
cities and rural development; Lynn Cut- 
ler, county commissioner from Iowa; 
David Humes, mayor of Hayti Heights, in 
Missouri; Charles Bannerman, the presi- 
dent of the Delta Foundation and cochair- 
man of the Rural Coalition; the Rural 
Caucus; the National Governors’ Associa- 
tion; the Rural Coalition; and many other 
individuals and groups that have given us 
so much encouragement. 

Together, I’m convinced that you and 
I together and all those who work with us 
can bring a new and a better life to rural 
America. I’m dedicated to it. With your 
help we will not fail. 

Thank you very much. 


[At this point, Senator Leahy and Governor 
Hunt spoke. The President then resumed speak- 
ing as follows.]

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Commissioner of Education 


Nomination of William Lee Smith. 
December 20, 1979 


The President today announced that he 
will nominate William Lee Smith, of 
Maryland, to be Commissioner of Educa- 
tion. He would replace Ernest Boyer, re- 
signed. This position will be abolished 
when the Department of Education is ac- 
tivated in 1980. 

Smith has been Director of the Teacher 
Corps at the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare since 1973. 

He was born January 3, 1929, in Bos- 
ton, Mass. He received a B.A. from Wiley 
College in 1949, an M. Ed. from Massa- 
chusetts State Teachers College in 1955, 
and a Ph. D. from Case Western Reserve 
University in 1970. 

Smith was a social groupworker from 
1954 to 1956. He was with the Cleveland, 
Ohio, public schools from 1956 to 1968, 
as a high school teacher, guidance coun- 
selor, and principal. From 1968 to 1969, 
he was executive director of the Pace As- 
sociation (Program of Action by Citizens 
in Education) in Cleveland. 

Smith joined the U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion at HEW in 1969 as Chief of the Ca- 
reer Opportunity Program. He served 
subsequently as Director of the Division 
of School Programs, Acting Director of 
the Teacher Corps, Associate Commis- 
sioner for Educational Personnel Develop- 
ment and Director of the National Center 
for Improvement of Educational Systems, 
Acting Deputy Commissioner for Devel- 
opment, and Associate Commissioner for 
Career Education. 

Smith has served as Chairman of the 
U.S. Delegation to the International 
Management Training on Educational 
Change Training Program of the Orga- 
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nization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) in Oslo, -Norway, 
and the U.S. Delegation to the OECD 
Conference on Teacher Policy in Paris, 
France. He has received numerous awards 
for his work in education.

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Economic Sanctions 
Against Iran 


Remarks Announcing Intention To Seek 
United Nations Action. December 21, 1979 


Tue PresivenT. From the first day the 
American Embassy was invaded and our 
diplomatic staff was seized as hostages by 
Iran, we have pursued every legal channel 
available to us to secure their safe and 
prompt release. On at least four separate 
occasions the world community, through 
the United Nations Security Council and 
through the International Court of Jus- 
tice, has expressed itself clearly and firmly 
in calling upon the Iranian government to 
release the American hostages. 

Yet Iran today still stands in arrogant 
defiance of the world community. It has 
shown contempt not only for international 
law but for the entire international struc- 
ture for securing the peaceful resolution 
of differences among nations. 

In an irresponsible attempt at black- 
mail, to which the United States will never 
yield, kidnapers and terrorists, supported 
by Iranian officials, continue to hold our 
people under inhumane conditions. With 
each day that passes, our concern grows 
for the health and for the well-being of 
the hostages. We have made clear from 
the very beginning that the United States 
prefers a peaceful solution, in preference 
to the other remedies which are available 
to us under international law. For a peace- 
ful resolution to be achieved, it is now 
clear that concrete action must be taken 
by the international community. 

Accordingly, I have decided to ask for 
an early meeting of the United Nations 
Security Council to impose international 
economic sanctions upon Iran, under title 
VII of the United Nations Charter. The 
government of Iran must realize that it 
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cannot flaunt with impunity the expressed 
will and law of the world community. The 
Security Council must act to enforce its 
demand that Iran release the hostages. 
The world community must support the 
legal machinery it has established, so that 
the United Nations and the International 
Court of Justice will continue to be rele- 
vant in settling serious disputes which 
threaten peace among nations. 

I can think of no more clear and com- 
pelling challenge to the international com- 
munity than the one we face today. The 
lives of over 50 innocent people are at 
stake; the foundation of civilized diplo- 
macy is at stake; the integrity of interna- 
tional law is at stake; the credibility of the 
United Nations is at stake. And at stake, 
ultimately, is the maintenance of peace in 
the region. As we call on the Security 
Council to act, on behalf of international 
law and on behalf of peace, we again call 
on the government of Iran to end this 
crisis by releasing the hostages without 
delay. 

And now, because our holy days ap- 
proach—a time to think of peace—I 
would like to add a few special words for 
the American people, indeed the people of 
good will in all countries, including Iran, 
who share concern for 50 innocent human 
beings who hope, themselves, for peace 
and for the salvation of their lives. 

Henry Longfellow wrote a Christmas 
carol in a time of crisis, the War Between 
the States, in 1864. Two verses of that 
carol particularly express my thoughts 
and prayers and, I’m sure, those of our 
Nation in this time of challenge and of 
concern and of crisis. And I would like to 
quote from that poem: 


“And in despair I bowed my head. 
“There is no peace on earth,’ I said. 
‘For hate is strong and mocks the song 
Of peace on earth, good will to men.’ 
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Then pealed the bells, more loud and 

deep, 

‘God is not dead, nor does he sleep. 

The wrong shall fail, the right prevail, 

With peace on earth, good will to 

men.’ ” 

Thank you very much. 

Reporter. Mr. President, do you have 
any hope of observers getting to see the 
hostages on Christmas Day? 

Tue Preswent. We don’t know what 
the answer to that question is. We always 
hope, but we don’t expect it to happen. 

Q. Sir, do we have the votes in the 
Security Council? 

THe PResmDENT. We'll have to answer 
that question later.

CHANGE IN DEFINITION OF Heavy Ot! 


By the authority vested in me as Pres- 
ident by the Constitution and statutes of 
the United States of America, including 
the Emergency Petroleum Allocation Act 
of 1973, as amended (15 U.S.C. 751 et 
seq.), Executive Order No. 12153 is 
hereby amended by deleting Section 
1-102, renumbering Section 1-103 as 
1-102, and deleting in Section 1-101 the 
figure “16.0° API” and inserting in lieu 
thereof “20.0° API.”.

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Price Controls on Heavy 
Crude Oil ° 
White House Statement. December 21, 1979 

The President today acted to lift price 
controls from expanded volumes of heavy 
crude oil production. By signing an 
amendment to Executive Order 12153, 
the President decontrolled, effective im- 
mediately, heavy crude oil with an aver- 
age specific gravity up to 20.0° API. In 
taking this action today, the President 
expressed his deep appreciation to Senator 
Cranston and the California delegation 
for their assistance in this effort. 

This action follows a Presidential direc- 
tive to the Department of Energy at the 
time Executive Order 12153 was signed 
(August 17, 1979). That order decon- 
trolled heavy crude oil production below 
16.0° API. The President asked DOE to 
review and hold public hearings on the 
advisability of expanding the definition of 
heavy crude oil above the 16.0° level. The 
action taken today responds to the find- 
ings and recommendations made by DOE 
as a result of the hearing and review 
process. 

Both Executive Order 12153 and the 
amendment signed today apply only to 
current production of heavy crude oil or 
production from known reservoirs. Newly 
discovered supplies of heavy crude are 
covered under the President’s April 5, 
1979, decision to decontrol this category 
of oil effective June 1, 1979. 

It is expected that decontrol of oil in 
the 16.0°-20.0° range will significantly 
accelerate production of this resource and 
will yield approximately 140 million bar- 
rels of additional supplies between now 
and 1986. Daily production should in- 
crease by about 65,000 barrels per day in 
1981, and peak at an added 130,000 bar- 
rels per day in 1983. 
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The President does not recommend 
that oil in the 16,0°-20.0° range be 
exempt fron: the windfall profits tax, as 
he did for heavy crude oil below 16.0° 
API. The extra incentives provided by 
the decontrol action itself are sufficient to 
generate added production as well as to 
prevent heavy oil wells in this range from 
being shut in, because they are only mar- 
ginally economic or uneconomic under 
price controls.
